Three Boats Sunk 


Three of the boats were said to 


have been sunk and six damaged. 
The undefended decks of the open 
boats were croxvded with frighten- 
ed Chinese, huddled among their 
luggage and portable possessions.

Dr. T. C. Masaryk 
Of Czechoslovakia 
Is Stricken at 87 


Founder of Republic Had 


Been 
Critically

Since Sept. 2 


Praha, Czechoslovakia —fty— Dr. 


Thomas G. Masaryk, 87, grand old 
man of Czechoslovakia and founder 
of the republic, today lost his long 
fight against death which he re- 
garded as the "common enemy of 
mankind." 


The "little father of Czechoslo- 


vakia" had been critically ill since 
Sept. 2. Last week h^rallied slight- 
ly but on Sunday night his condi- 
tion took a sudden turn and hi 
lapsed into unconsciousness. 


Jan Masaryk, son of the first pres 


ident of the republic which was 
born out of the World war, person 
ally announced the death: 


"My father died at 3:29 this morn-

JUDGE REIS LOSES HIS COMPASS 
Judge Reis at Madison upheld the va- 


lidity of the Wisconsin Development Au- 
thority, the institution created by the leg- 
islature as a sort of liaison medium to fa- 
cilitate public ownership of electric util- I 
ities. 


Upon Judge Reis' conclusion we ofJcr 


no criticism. 
His reasoning 
does 
not 


sound illogical. 
Because we happen to 


see neither imp nor devil in WDA Judge 
Reis' decisions does not disturb us. 


Yet the judge went out of his way to 


inake some comment that we will never 
permit to pass unchallenged. He referred 
to the fact that the legislature consists of 
133 members and questioned the wisdom 
of seven supreme court judges nullifying 
their acts. 


This sort of talk does not even rise to 


the dignity of palaver. 
We cannot be- 


lieve that Judge Reis distinguished be- 


. tween a judicial opinion when he wrote 


this and a wave to the gallery, which is 
no part of a judge's duties, if we may 


- remind this circuit judge of his duties. 


In fact the main proposition in the case 


should indicate how baldly wrong was the 


- language of which we complain. The con- 


1 stitution of Wisconsin, the People's Law, 


- prohibits the state from contracting "Any 


debts for works of internal improvement," 
or from becoming "a party in carrying on 
such works." 


Now, the proposition for the courts to 


decide is whether WDA runs counter to 
that prohibition in the constitution. 
To 


say that the legislature is as competent to 
judge this constitutional question as the 
courts is, we insist, merely stubble in an 
abandoned field. 
For one who is at all 


familiar with the way laws are passed, the 
log-rolling that goes on, the trading, the 
jamming and the occasional dense ignor- 
ance of some of the gentlemen who be- 
come legislators, Judge Reis' statement re- 
flects discredit upon its writer and noth- 
ing more. 


Cervantes wrote, "He who has 
the 


judge for his father, goes into court with 
an easy mind.'* But the legislature that 
is its own judge owns the show, and al- 
most without exception in world history 
has brought ruin to the country. 


Legislative bodies are essential in our 


government. The Reis theory of deifying 
them is just bosh. For us to call such 
stuff by a kinder term would simply be 
misstating the facts. 
So much then for 


the sense of his declaration. Now let us 
tell the judge something about duties of 
various officers under the constitution. 


That instrument has a whole list of 


things it prohibits the legislator from 
doing. 
A legislator's term of office is a 


contract between him and the people. The 
people have said in effect that they will 
hire him to use his judgment in certain 
respects but solely upon his promise that 
he will not do certain other things. In 
the attempt to make his obligation both 
solid and conclusive the people have or- 
dered that before he can take up the du- 
ties of his office he must swear by the 
heavens above him to be honest to his 
promise, in other words to obey the con- 
stitution.

connive with the legislature to defeat the 
will of the pcrpic. to thwart them in their 
very legitimate and ivs:'c right to con- 
trol their povcrriir.cr.t. by upholding Jcs- 
iylativc acts according to the legislature's 


Allt. KUOUEVELT AND COMING WAR 


Mr. Roosevelt's recent statement that 


everything will be done that can be dono 
to keep America out of war was expected 
of him. There will be no doubt of the 
wide public support accorded him for the 
expressed sentiment. 


Yet the President should be warned 


that what he says may have far-reaching 
effects upon the very beginning of a war, 
or its conduct once it is started. Men high 
up in the councils of a nation occupy a 
position where their words are critically 
analyzed abroad. Shorn of the regalia of 
their office their language would be of no 
consequence. Nor could more significant 
proof of this fact be found than in our 
recent history. 


It was just 21 years ago this month 


that America's billboards blazoned forth, 
"He kept us out of war." The minds of 
the people in that presidential campaign 
of 191G were probably no more deeply af- 
ected by Mr. Wilson's declaration that 
"We arc too proud to fight," than the 
Central Powers in their conclusion they 
could do almost anything to America 
without risking a rupture. 


When prevailing wars spread further 


into Europe America, despite its inten- 
tions, would be foolish to assume the at- 
titude of a lamb. 
Reason dictates the 


necessity of at least appearing more fer- 
ocious. 
Warlords haven't much respect 


for lambs. 
They can be amazingly con- 


siderate of those who might strike back. 


With the spread of the existing fires 


into a general 
conflagration 
America 


should go immediately upon a war basis. 
Cantonments should be opened and its 
army increased to about two million men. 


Its message to the world should never 


again be that it is too proud to fight or 
that it would not fight but rather that 
stern warning of our revolutionary fore- 
fathers printed over a rattlesnake on their 
first flag, "Don't tread on me." 


Mr. Roosevelt must not 
make 
the 


blunders made by President Wilson, and 
this generation must not permit itself to 
forget the cost to the nation when its lead- 
ers lose their heads or start playing to 
the galleries. 


Had Mr. Wilson followed this pro- 


posed plan in his first term, had he ac- 
cepted the advice of great.men like Gen- 
eral Wood to immediately prepare Amer- 
ica and put her on a war footing the 
Central Powers would probably not have 
given our nation 
the 
provocation that 


turned the people who cheered and voted 
in November, 1916, for 
peace into de- 


manding war just four months later. 


Nor should we blame the Central Pow- 


ers for thinking they could do anything 
they pleased to our rights without re- 
taliation upon our part. Had we not said 
so? Had not our president so declared?

All of which means that a smart nation

A ma 
jority of them refused to permit the 
nomination to be investigated bv 
the 
judiciary 
committee. 
even 


though Senator Burke of Nebraska 
told the senate he had witnesses in 
Washington ready to testify as to 
Mr. Black's membership in the klan. 


The reason why the senators re- 


fused is that they frankly did not 
believe Mr. Black had been a mem- 
ber. Senator Borah, for instance, 
went on the assumption that Mr. 
Black's personal denial was suffi- 
cient. This denial, however, was 
supposed to have been given orally 
and it is not stated* whether Mr. 
Black said he had never 
been a 


member or whether he was not a 
member at the time he spoke to Mr. 
Borah. 


In any event, the 
question af- 


fects 20.000.000 Catholics, about 14.- 
000.000 Negroes and about 5.000.000 
Jews. For the Ku Klux Klan was 
and is a movement which has for 
its object 
discrimination against 


Catholics. Negroes and Jews. 


If Mr. Black was never a member, 


he should say so publicly and then 
the proof will be as to whether the 
signature on the letter is or is not 
bona fide. 


If Mr. Black was indeed a mem- 


ber of the klan and subsequently 
resigned, he ought to ask Mr. Roosc"- 
velt to withdraw the nomination to 
be supreme court justice. For it is 
doubtful whether 
the 
president 


knew Mr. Black had been a mem- 
ber of the klan. If the fact of mem- 
bership is established. Mr. Roose- 
velt is going to be under pressure 
to ask Mr. Black to resign. 


Need Not Resign 


Technically, of course. Mr. Black 


has been appointed for life, and he 
need not resign if he docs not wish 
to do so. But if it became known 
that President Roosevelt does not 
want Mr. Black to sit on the bench, 
it is possible that the supreme court 
would take cognizance of another 
angle of the 
Black 
controversy, 


namely that which relates to his 
eligibility. 
tf 


Under the terms of the constitu- 


tion itself, no member of the senate 
or house is eligible for appointment 
to any civil office in which the "em- 
oluments" have been increased dur- 
ing the time the senator or repre- 
sentative served in congress. "Emo- 
luments" have been construed to 
mean any advantages or benefits. 
The congress in March. 1937, passed 
a law increasing the emoluments of 
the supreme court by providing re- 
tirement benefits. 


How to get such a question be- 


fore the court? Already one lawyer 
has filed a petition asking the co'urt 
to rule on Mr. Black's eligibility. 
The case is unprecedented.

the supreme court meets 
next 


month, the petition doubtless will 
be pressed.
